Mrs. Albright Beside Son. 

Shortly before 9 o’clock Albright 
was brought to the court room and 
was greeted by his mother, who 
remained at his side during the 
day's session. Many times she in- 
dicated her disapproval of a juror 
and made known her thought to her 
son. , 

The man on trial was neatly 
garbed in a new blue serge suit, 
silk shirt and soft white collar, but 
looked the worse for his many 
weeks of prison life. IX was very 
nervous during the choosing of the 
men who ate to decide his fate, but 
with the beginning of the trial he 
assumed his favorite attitude of 
placing his elbows on the counsel 
table and burying his head into his 
hands. 

From the start of the trial, it was 
evident that Albright’s plea would 
be self-defense. Reuben R. Arnold, 
chief of counsel for the defense, 
drew a diagram for the jurors 
showing that the Febuary home was 
elevated, that there was a large 
electric light burning on the porch, 
and that the two front rooms were 
brilliantly illuminated. This was 
done to prove that the entire side- 
walk in front of the scene of the 
killing and for many feet adjoin- 
ing was lighted,in spite of the 
fact that the street lights near the 
Febuary home were not working 
that night. Mr. Arnold attempted 
to show that, although the night 
was dark and in spite of the rain 


and sleet, the front of the Febuary 
home was so well lighted that Al- 
bright could see Christy pull his 
outside coat into such a position 
to indicate that he was going 
shoot.

War Hero Wants 


Private Henry Estes, 
Wounded at St. Quentin, 
Sends Formal Request 
to Military Authorities. 


Dissatisfied because the good 
right arm which he lost on the bat- 
tle field of St. Quentin was buried 
in the grave with the German dead, 
Private Henry Estes, of Painfield, 
Miss., one of the wounded men now 
at the big general hospital at Fort 
McPherson, has sent a letter of pro- 
test to the military authorities ask- 


| ee that his arm be removed and 


buried in ah individual grave. 

“It was just an arm,” says the 
hero, “but no one who has witness- 
(ed the inhuman deeds of the Ger- 
man soldier could be satisfied know-

tle armless Belgium children beg- 
ging for bread haunt me, and I 
turn sick when I recall the s8cenés 
of hospitals where the sick and 
helpless lay, blown almost into 
shreds by German bombs. 

“The first aid men threw my arm 
into the grave with the German 
dead when they found me a few 
moments after the machine gun bul- 
let cut it off on the fields of St. 


Quentin, just after we had broken 
the Hindenburg line. I was a mem- 
ber of a machine gun company, and 
we were just advancing to a new 
position when the bullet got me. 

“T tried to call out and ask them 
to remove the arm the moment it 
had been placed: among the Ger- 
mans, but I was faint and weak 
from the loss of blood and the 
shrapnels were screaming over us 
and my own machine gun was pat- 
tering away under the hands of my 
“buddies” who had reached the new 
position; so no one heard me. But 
I believe the authorities will listen, 
now that peace has come.’

STRIKE OF GLERKS 
MAY SOON SPREAD 
ALL OVER COUNTRY 


Indications Are That Bat- 
tle Royal Between Rail- 
roads, Government and 
Organized Labor Will 
Result. 


WINCHELL URGES MEN 
TO RETURN TO WORK 


Declares That Their 
Strike on the N., C. & 
St. L. Railroad Is Not 
Authorized by National 
Officials. 


If neither side recedes from the 
positions they seem to have assum- 
ed with reference to the walkout 
of the railroad clerks on the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
railroac, the indications are that a 
battle royal is on between the rail- 
roads, the government and organ- 
ized labor. 

The striking railroad men claim 
the railroads are seeking to destroy 
their organizations at the expense of 
the government, and declare they 
will resist to the last possible effort. 

There are many things that point 
to a big three-cornered fight that 
may be precipitated in cities along 
the above railroad that will possibly 
spread to all parts of the country 
through the sympathetic action of 
allied brotherhoods and clerks on 
other railroads, 

Removal Is Demanded. 

The issue between the Clerks’ un- 
ion and the railroad administration 
is the removal of Federal Auditor 
A. P. Ottarson, of the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis railway, 
whom the clerks charge with try- 
ing to kill their organization, and 
the men declare they will remain 
out until Ottarson is removed. 

On the other hand, Regional Di- 
rector B. F. Winchell, of the south- 
eastern jurisdiction, declare the men 
should have taken their grievance 
through the proper channels to the 
appellate court for railroad em- 
ployees at Washington, where their 
complaints could be heard and ad- 
judicated. 

Mr. Winchell further states that 
the men refused to use the good of- 
fices of the board at Washington, 
known as Board Number Three, 
which is there to adjudicate the 
claim of railroad workers, and urges 
the men to return to work in their 
old places and allow the adjust- 
ment of their differences in a pre- 
scribed and orderly manner. 

Winchell’s Statement. 

The statement of Mr. Winchell, 
given out Wednesday, is as follows: 

The Washington officers of the clerk’s 
union state that the N. C. & St. L. strike 
is illegal because the men failed to use 
the good offices of Tsoard Number Three, 
which the president of the clerk’s brother- 
hood joined with the director general of 
railroad in establishing for the purpose of 
hearing just such grievances and com- 
plaints; the board in question is therefore 
the offiical machinery of the brotherhood 
as well us of the railroad administration. 

I am sure that a majority of the em- 
ployees who left the Nashville, Chattanooga 
& St. Louis railrond service do not under- 
stand these facts and I urge them to re- 
turn at once to their old places as far as 
now possible and allow the adjudication of 
any grievances which they may feel that 
they have in a prescribed and orderly man- 
ner.

Demand Auditor’s Removal. 

KB. M. McGhee, local chairman of 
the clerks’ order, stated last night 
that the men had determined to re- 
main out until Ottarson was remov- 
ed, and that they haa lost no time 
or rights through the action they 
had taken. He also declared that 
the order had no objection to Board 
Number Three, or any lack of confi- 
dence in its fairness, but that the 
clerks had to act quickly in the 
matter as Ottarson was making 
great inroads into the membership 
of the order, and would have se- 
verely crippled it before the ques- 
tion of his removal could have been 
threshed out by the division of labor 
at Washington. 


“Mr. Mapother put Ottarson in, 
and we demand that he put Ottarson 
out.” 

Mr. McGhee also denied a state- 
ment attributed to Regional Divee.| 
tor Winchell that the N., C. & St. L.| 
clerks are not being supported in 
the present striké by the grand 
lodge of the clerks’ brotherhood. 

The situation Wednesday night in 
Atlanta, with reference to the N., 
Cc. & St. L. Ry. was a complete tie- 
up, so far as freight handling and 
ticket selling is concerned. The 
clerks refused to sell tickets over 
the road in question at the adminis- 
tration Consolidated Ticket office, 
at the Union station and at the/| 
Terminal. What transportation was |} 
furnished the traveling public was 
sold by officials of the road and 
terminals, and these same officiais 
checked the baggage that accom- 
panied passengers. 

The caller for trains at the Ter- 


minal station, into -which the Dixie 
Flyer arrives and departs, refused 
to announce these trains, and it is 
declared that Terminal officials had 
to call these trains for the informa- 
tion of the public.

Debs Facing Sentence of 
Ten Years, So Describes 
U. S. Justices, and Adds 
They Are ‘‘Old Fossils” 
Who Never Decided 
Anything — Lauds Bol- 
shevist Rule. 


Cleveland, March 12.—In what may 
be his farewell public address be- 
fore he begins serving a ten-year 
sentence imposed by the federal 
court here on a charge of violating 
the espionage act, Eugene V. Debs, 
socialist leader, tonight upheld the 
Bolshevist rule in Russia and re- 
ferred to Lenine and Trotzky as the 
“foremost statesmen of the age.” 

Debs said the judges of the United 
States supreme court were “be- 
gowned, bewhiskered, bepowdered 
old fossils, who have never decided 
anything.” 

Referring to the prison term that 
he faces he reiterated his opposition 
to the law that he violated while 
the war was in progress. 

Announcement was made of a 
meeting to be held here March 23 
to protest against the imprisonment 
of Debs and to organize to obtain 
the freedom of all political and in- 
dustrial prisoners. 

A big squad of police and agents 
of the department of justice were 
scattered through the crowd, but 
there was no semblance of disor- 
ders. 


TROOPS MUTINY 
AND THREATEN 
T0 SINK VESSEL 


293 Soldiers, 81 Americans 
in Number, Who Have 
Served in British Army, 
Demand to Be Put 
Ashore. 


Halifax, March t2.—When the 
transport Toloa docked here today 
with her captain reporting a threat 
by 293 British troops in her steer- 
age to sink the vessel unless they 
were put ashore and given trans- 
portation to their homes in the Unit- 
ed States, steamship officials went 
aboard to interview the complaining 
soldiers. 

They found fifty of the men had 
sufficient funds to cover their rail- 
road fares and immigration head 
taxes, which were reported to have 
been inisisted upon by American im- 
migration authorities... The others, 
it was stated, would be held aboard 
the ship, which will sail Friday for 
New York, whither she was bound 
after discharging Canadian troops 
here when a wireless message re- 
called her to Halifax to coal, be- 
cause of the harbor strike at the 
American port. This order keep- 
ing the men aboard was issued in 
spite of fears expressed by Captain 
Jackson of violence by the soldiers. 

Si Americans in Lot. 

The troops, most of whom enlist- 
ed in the British forces from the 
United States and 81 of whom are 
American-born, were discharged 
from the army with $20 and an or-

NURSES OF EMORY 
BASE UNIT ARRIVE 
FROM “OVERSEAS” 


Detachment of Famous 
Organization, Which Is 
Composed for the Most 
Part of Atlantans, 
Reaches New York. 


DIVISIONS OF GUARD 
HEADED HOMEWARD 


Units of 30th, 36th and 
37th Have Sailed — De. 
parture From France of 
12,600 Men Announced. 


An Associated Press dispatch an- 
nounces that the detachment of 
Georgia’s Emory hospital -unit, of- 
ficially known as base hospital No. 
43, which sailed recently from St. 
Lazaire, France, on the steamship 
Cartago have reached New York. 

The personnel of the detachment 
is composed of one officer and thir- 
ty-one nurses. 

The Emory unit, which has given 
a full account of itself in France, 
was raised largely in Atlanta, and 
several of the city’s most prominent 
and popular physicians make up the 
| medical staff. There are also many 
| trained nurses from Atlanta as well 


| as many of the prominent young 


men of the city in the unit. 

After being organized the hospital 
unit was stationed for some time at 
Camp Gordon, where the men and 
women were given intense training 
for the duties they were called upon 
to perform in overseas service. 

Made a Fine Reeord. 

Emory unit .made a fine record 
after landing over there, taking 
over the big base hospital at Blois, 
France, where the faithful Atlanta 
unit handled something like 16,000 
cases with a remarkably small per- 
centage of deaths, 

Lieutenant Colonel E. C. Davis, 
one of Atlanta’s most prominent 
physicians, who was with the Emory 
unit, returned to Atlanta some time 
ago, and Major Frank K. Boland, 
another populaf medical man. of At- 
lanta, reached home last week from 
France. 

The remaining members of the 
unit will be joyfully welcomed when 
they arrive in the city in the next 
few days. 

Atlanta Nurses Arrive. 

New York, March 12.—With 1,922 
troops aboard, the steamship Iowan 
arrived here today from St. Nazaire. 
Units included four officers and 183 
men of the 26th division, the first 
troops of this New England division 
to arrive here. 

National army troops of the 89th 
division (Kansas, Missouri and Col- 
Orado) and of the 9$0th division 
(Texas, Arizona, New Mexico and 


YOklahoma) also were aboard. 


The Cartago brought 38 nurses 
and three female civilians of base 
hospital No. 43, originally from 
Georgia; 60 nurses and two female 
civilians of base hospital No. 41 and 
a number of casual officers and 
men. 

The steamship Amphion brought 
177 casuals. This vessel from St. 
Nazaire, had _ sailed for Newport 
News, but was diverted to New 
York. 

The steamsnip Chinampa, from 
La Pallice, brought 32 casuals.

Oscar Straus Defeated in 
League of Nations Union 
in Effort to Protect the 
American Policy. 


FRENCH AND BRITISH 
REJECTED AMENDMENT 


And They Were Aided by 
the Chinese—Lord Shaw 
Admits League Covenant 
Presents Serious Diffi- 
culties. 


London, March 12.—The efforts of 
Oscar Straus, of the American 
League to Enforce Peace, to have 
the league of nations union favor 
an amendment to the league of na- 
tions covenant designed to safeguard 
the Monroe doctrine failed today. 
The French and English delegates, 
who dominated the conference, 
pleaded that the subject was too far- 
reaching for quick action, while the 
Chinese protested that it too vitally 
affected them. 

Addition to Article 10. 

Mr. Straus proposed an addition to 
article 10 providing that should 
two states threaten war on each 
other, the nearest great power “in 
the first instance” was obligated to 
step in without calling for the as- 
sistance of the other great powers, 
Should this power fail, then it would 
be a matter for the entire league’s 
fighting forces to handle. 

The British proposal that article 
16 be changed to make any nation 
which breaks the covenant ipso 
facto at war with all the other mem- 
bers of the league, rather than mere- 
ly committing an act of war as the 
covenant provides, was defeated on 
the plea of Mr. Straus, who main- 
tained that it conflicted with the 
constitution of the! United States. 
Whereupon the other delegates said 
they were gtiad to drop the matter, 
as they were tnwilling to arouse 
further feeling inthe United States. 

The French and British societies 
presented many proposed changes, 
but those agreed upon were rela- 
tively unimportant. The delegates 
will make use of the points brought 
out in the present discussion and 
the decisions reached in advising the 
various peace commissions when the 
covenant comes up for further con- 
sideration at the peace conference 
at Paris. 

Covenant Presents Difficalties. 

In opening the conference which 
began at Westminster today with 
British, French, American, Norwe- 
gian, Greek and other delegates in 
attendance, Lord Shaw, who was 
elected. president, said the covenant 
of the league of nations as formulat- 
ed in Paris unquestionably presented 
serious difficulties—difficulties of 
substance and in one or two cases of 
fundamental principle. 

Lord Shaw satd he was a great 
deal concerned as to the position 
and powers of the general body of 
delegates under the covenant. No 
one would dream of suggesting, he 
proceeded, that the great powers 
and the small powers should stand’ 
equal in rank, or that those who 
had borne in the greatest measure 
the horrors and burdens of the war 
should not have practical deference 
paid to their ‘position. But, he add- 
ed, all those things could be ad- 
justed. 

“One of the most contested topics 
you will have to discuss,” continued 
Lord Shaw, “is the question of 
whether unanimity, either the dele-

“The question of disarmament is 
the most practical of gil the issues, 
international or social. Those na- 
tions which have been locked in 
combat more than four years, un- 
less civilization is to die, be re- 
lieved of the pressure of military 
and naval expendituie. Otherwise 
their peoples will be apt to forsake 
civilization for uncivilization, and 
society will be disrupted.” 

Lord Shaw, for this reason, warm- 
ly approved Premier Lloyd-George’s 
drastic proposal to reduce the Ger- 
man army to 100,000 men. 

Premier Venizelos of Greece, who 
is one of the delegates, said that 
in working for the league of na- 
tions those who did so atso were 
working for internal peace, as in- 
ternation and natignal peace de- 
pended upon one another. 

Leon Bourgeois, president of the 
French society for a league of na- 
tions, said that the requirement for 
OO ta of decision on the part

BRUTALITY CHARGED

Washington, March 12.—E. E. 
Dudding, president of the Prisoners’

was charged that prisoners in the 
Virginia. penitentiary at Richmond 
were being put in irons, flogged 
with leather thongs, chained upon 
@ cross and locked in dungeous. 

The letter declared Dr. Asa W. 
Chamberlain, 65 years of age, serv- 
ing a life sentence, had been sus- 
pended upon a cross for hours be- 
cause of an infringement of the pris- 
on rules, and was not released un- 
til he had lost consciousness and 
that as soon as he had recovered 
sufficiently to be taken “to the 
whipping post, was lashed and left 
the second time unconscious for the 
same offense.” 


Warden Makes Statement, 

Richmond, Va., March 12.—Major 
Hames B. Wood, superintendent of 
the state prison, when asked this 
afternoon regarding the case of Dr. 
Asa W. Chamberlain, mentioned in 
a letter to Governor Davis by E. E. 
Dudding, president of the Prisoners’

WITH $57,900,000 SPENT, 
PLANT IS ABANDONED 


Charleston, W. Va., March 12.— 
Figures compiled by government ex- 
perts show that up to February 1, 
$57,900,000 had been spent on the 
great smokeless powder plant at 
Nitro, near here, which has now 
been abandoned. The experts have 
been working three months to ob- 
tain an inventory and these esti- 
mates were given out tonight by 
Lieutenant Colonel D. K. Shurtleff, 
chairman of the subcommittee on 
sale of buildings and equipment of 
the salvage bureau, ordnance branch, 
of the war department. 

He stated that when the armistice 
was signed the project, one of the 
greatest in the world, was about 
90 per cent completed. The plant 
as it now stands was erected in ten 
months. An effort is being made 
by the Charleston Chamber of Com- 
merce to induce. private capital to 
take over the buildings and equip- 
ment either in whole or by units.

ALLIES ARE URGED 
T0 FEED GERMANY 


And Allow Germans to 
Sell Products in Foreign 
Markets — Either That 
or Bolshevism, Says Sec- 
retary Lansing. 


Paris, March 12.—‘‘We have reach- 
ed a crisis in the affairs of the 
world,” said Secretary of State Rob- 
ert Lansing at a banquet given by 
the Inter-Allied club in honor of 
the American peace commissioners. 
Mr. Lansing was emphatic in his 
statement that the allies must feed 
Germany and give the Germans op- 
portunity to sell their products in 
the foreign markets, if the danger 
of Bolshevism was to be avoided. He 
painted a vivid picture of conditions 
in the war zone of France and point- 
ed out that it was not through pity 
for Germany, but to the allies’ own 
advantage to see that anarchy was 
prevented in the former German em- 
pire. 


Address by Lansing. 

Mr. Lansing said: 

“It is always a privilege for an 
American who knows the history of 
his country to be present on such 
an occasion as this, where the mu- 
the 
United States—a traditional friend- 
ship nearly a century and a half 
old—finds expression in words and a 
response in our hearts. 

“In the infancy of our republic 
across the seas the sympathy and 
aid of France gave the support 
which was needed to make individ- 
ual liberty the supreme ruler of 
the destinies of the new-born na- 
tion. From that time forward lib- 
erty has been and still is the most 
sacred and compelling impulse in 
political life in America. Our pol- 
icies at home and abroad have been 
molded to that principle. No. 
American statesmen has dared to to 
depart from it or to seek to lessen 
its influence over American thought. 


“It was when the people of the 
United States came to a full reali- 
gation that the liberty for which 
they had fought and to which they 
owed their power and _ prosperity 
was in danger; when they realized 
that France and the great democra- 
cies of Europe were imperilled; 
that the nation .. ceo SO ee 
the sword with a firm determination 
to do its part in freeing liberty and 
the world from autocracy. 

Germany Suffering Bitterly. 

“A mighty victory had been won. 
The imperial armies of the central 
powers have ceased to threaten. 
They no longer exist. Scattered and 
broken, they have returned to their 
homes where hunger and privation 
await them—hunger and privation 
which are the consequences of their 
own blind faith in evil men who led 


them into this unrighteous war. 

“Germany has suffered bitterly, is 
suffering bitterly, and Germany is 
entitled to suffer for what she has 
done. She has paid a fearful penalty 
for the crime of plunging the world 
into four years of blood and fire. 
Today starvation and want are the 
portions of the German people. Vio- 
lence and murder stalk through the 
Streets of their great cities. Politi- 
cal institutions, industrial enter- 
prizes and the very structure of so- 
ciety are tottering. It is the price 
of their own evil-doing, the just 
retribution of their crimes. 

‘‘We may be disposed to pity those 
innocent among the Germans, but 
our pity is almost dried up when 
we consider -what France and other 
nations have had to suffer from the 
invading armies of the Teutons, Ten 
days after I landed in France in De- 
cember, I made it my business to 
visit the battlefields of the Marne, 
Aisne and the Champagne. .. . 
No man could see what I saw in 
those days without bearing a burn- 
ing indignation against those re- 
sponsible for such ruin and destruc- 
tion, without an intense and undying 
hatred for war. 

“My friends, France has endured 
unspeakable woes with a fortitude 
and determination which excite the 
admiration and wonder of the world. 
T cannot pick words to express the 
praise I would give to the French 
armies and their great generals, to 
the French people and their great 
leaders who lived through those 
black days of horror, when stoutest 
hearts might well have despaired. 
What greater pride can a man feel 
than he who jis able to say, ‘I was 
in the trenches at Verdun,’ ‘I fought 
at the Somme.’ To these splendid 
troops who struggled month after 
month and vear after year without 
flinching and with high courage, 
France and the world owe a debt of 
gratitude. 


New Problems to Solve. 


“And now that the great conflict 
is ended and the mighty war regime 
of Prussia is crushed, we have new 
problems to solve, new dangers to 
overcome. East of the Rhine there 
are famine and idleness, want and 
misery. Political chads and out- 
lawry have supplanted the highly 
organized government of imperial 
Germany. Social order is breaking 
down under the difficulties of defeat 
and the hopelessness of the future. 
Like the anarchy which for years 
made an inferno of Russia, the 
fires of terrorism are ablaze in the 
states of Germany. Over the ruins 
of this once great empire the flames 
are sweeping westward. It is no 
time to allow sentiments of venge- 
ance and hatred to stand in the way 
of checking this conflagration, 
which will soon be at the German 
borders and threatening other landa. 
We must change the conditions on 
which social unrest feeds and strive 
to restore Germany to a normal, 
though it be a weakend, social or- 
der. Two words tell the story— 
food and peace. To make Germany 
capable of resisting anarchy and the 
hideous despotism of the r terror, 
Germany must be allowed to pur- 
chase food and to earn that food in- 
dustrial conditions must be restored 
by a treaty of peace. ie 

“You may demand reparation as 
much as you please, but unless the 
German people are furnished mate- 
rials for their industries and com- 
mercial opportunities to sell the 
products of labor in the foreign 
markets, and unless the laborers 
have food, Germany can never pay, 
even in part, for the evil she has 
done. Furthermore, if the present 
state of chaos continues and the 
nolitical power continues to grow 
weaker, there will be no responsible 
German government with which to 
make peace; there will be no gov- 
ernment strong enough to carry out 
the conditions of the treaty of peace. 

No Time to Be Lost. 

“I say to you, men of France and 
men of America, and to you, men of 
the allied powers, that there is no 
time to be lost if we are to save the 
world from the despotism of anar- 
chy, even as we have saved it from 
We 


the despotism of autocracy. 
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ought to make, we must make peace 
without delay, and ships laden with 
food must enter the harbors of Ger- 
many. We have reached a crisis in 
the affairs of the world. We must 
meet it without passion and with- 
out permitting our judgment to be 
warped by a natural and unavoida- 
ble desire for vengeance on a nation 
which has committed such atroci- 
lem... ; ; 
“Tt is no time to permit selfish- 
ness to control our actions or to per- 
mit an immediate advantage to blind 
our eyes to the greater good which 
lies in the future. It is not a 
spirit of generosity which demands 
peace and which cries out that the 
Germans must be fed. It is cammon 
gense that demands it and that 
points out the perils before us if we 
do not listen to the voice of reason. 
“France showed her greatness of 
soul in the dark hours of adversity 
and we of <America who gave 
her unstinted praise trust her to 
show the same spirit in these days 
of triumph. It is true philosophy 
which teaches a man or a nation to 
bear success as well as defeat. To- 
gether France, America and the 
powers associated with them in this 
great war must g6 forward to the 
completion of the task which they 
set out’ to perform to make the 
world safe for democracy.” 


SIXTEEN AIR FIELDS 
FOR UNITED STATES 


Washington, March 12.—Decision 
of the war department to maintain 
sixteen: flying fields and three bal- 
loon fields as a part of the perma- 
nent military establishment was 
announced today by Acting Secre- 
tary Crowell. The department also 
has practically decided, Mr. Crowell 
said, to store for possible use the 
hundreds of elementary and ad- 
vanced training planes used during 
the war. 

Secretary Crowell said depart- 
ment experts do not believe the 
training machines will deteriorate, 
if carefully stored, even after a 
period of years, nor do they be- 
lieve that any decided improvement 
will be made in these types which 
would necessitate their being dis- 
carded. The flying and _ . opalloon 
fields to be retained have not yet 
been selected, but it was explained 
that the actual training of aviators 
for the army would be held at only 
two fields, the other plants being 
held intact as a reserve. Sites now 
leased by the government will be 
purchased and equipment on hand 
retained. 

The secretary said two of the 
fields would probably be near New- 
port News, three on the Pacific 
coast, one near New York, three in 
Texas, two in Florida, one in Missis- 
sippi, one on the Great, Lakes and 
one each in Georgia-and Oklahoma.

Archangel, May 123.—The Bolshe- 
vik forces adopted new tactics last 
night, carrying out a night bom- 
bardment of the allied positions on 
the railway front. The enemy 
shelled these positions from 11 
o’clock until 1 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, without doing any damage. 

The allied Vaga column yesterday 
withdrew north from Vistavka to a 
new position. Headquarters an- 
nounces that the withdrawal was 
completely successful, the allied 
troops bringing out most of their 
war material and destroying the re- 
mainder, and completely leveling the 
ruins of the village which the Bol- 
shevik artillery partly wrecked. 

Since the evacuation of Vistavka, 
there has been another lull in the 
Bolshevik offensive on the Vaga 
front. 

Detailed reports of Sunday’s in- 
fantry engagement, in which the 
British, Americans and Russians re- 
pulsed the enemy, indicate that the 
Bolshevik losses were about 400 kill- 
ed. The allied losses were very 
small, 

One of the allied airplanes Mon- 
day scored a direct hit with a bomb 
on an enemy column on the march 
up the road near the village of 
Kerchela.

schools for R. O. T. C. privileges 
made through regular channels some 
weeks ago, has been confirmed at 
a meeting of the committee on rules. 
The board of education will be re- 
quested to approve recommendations 
of committee at a called meeting 
Friday afternoon. Besides members 


of the board, including President 
Paul lh Fleming, Acting Superin- 
tendent Charles S. Culver and H. B. 
Troutman, W. H. Terrell and Fred 
Winburn, there were present at the 
meeting Captain A. S. Knight, U. 8S. 
A., representing the government au- 
thorities, and Colonel William W. 
Crane, commandant of cadets. 

The meeting unanimously approv- 
ed the proposition to incorporate 
the high school cadets as a junior 
unit of the reserve officers’ training 
corps, and the government repre- 
sentative approved all papers which 


were immediately forwarded through 
regular channels. 
This is a happy consummation of 


the movement inaugurated by the 
board of education by its resolu- 
tion last November, installing op- 
tional military training in the At- 
lanta High schools, and arranging 
for an instructor and commandant 
of cadets. 

Under the administration of Colo- 
nel Crane, sixteen companies have 
been organized from the student 
bodies of Tech High, Boys’ High and 
Commercial High schools. These 
have been formed into two regi- 
ments, composing the first brigade 
of cadets under command of Charles 
S. Culver as brigadier general.

STRIKE OF CLERKS MAY 
SPREAD OVER COUNTRY

stuff was billed to be delivered in 
Atlanta to the N., C. & St. L., the 
clerks on the road bringing the train 
into Atlanta would refuse to divert 
the shipment to some other road, 
insisting that it be delivered to the 
N., C. & St. L., which they claim could 
not handle it. In a case like that 
the whole train load of perishable 
freight would possibly spoil. 
Mapother’s Telegram. 

The following telegram from Fed- 
eral Manager Mapother has been re- 
ceived by representatives of the N., 
Cc. & St. L. in Atlanta: 

‘“‘T am gratified to be able to say that the 
Washington authorities of the Clerks’ union, 
the members of which on yesterday morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock left their places on the 
N., C. & St. L. railroad, characterizes this 
strike as being illegal for the reason that 
the members of the union have’ failed to 
resort to the use of adjustment board No, 
3, sitting at Washington. On Monday 
afternoon, when Mr. C. 8. Jackson, the head 
and representative of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Clerks, called upon me demand; 
ing the summary dismissal of Mr. Ottar- 
son, I offered to submit the matter to the 
duly constituted authorities at Washing- 


ton, but Mr. Jackson refused. 


‘It is interesting to note that Mr. Fores- 
ter, who is the president of the clerks’ 
union, joined with the director general of 
railroads in .establishing adjustment board 
No. 3 for the very purpose of hearing such 
grievances and complaints as are now being 
made by the local members of that union. 
In other words, this adjustment board, in 
which is vested the authority of de- 
termining grievances of this sort, {s a part 
of the machinery of the clerks’ union as 
well as of the United States railroad ad- 
ministration. 

‘T am personally confident that great 
numbers, if not the majority of the men 
who struck, did not ‘know or least did not 
fully appreciate these facts. 

“T have had the general manager of the 
N., C. & St. L. railroad to advise all strik- 
ing employees of the true facts and urge 
them to return to work and to permit an 
adjudication of all grievances in the regu- 
larly prescribed manner by the duly consti- 
tuted authorities. All the men who struck 
will be given their old places upon return, 
provided their places have not in the méan- 
time been filled. 

‘‘In this connection I received the follow- 
ing telegram from the regional director this 
afternoon: 

‘**The Washington authorities of the 
clerks’ unlon characterizes the N., C. & St. 
L. strike as illegal because the men failed to 
use the good offices of board No. 3, which 
Mr. Forester, president of the clerks’ unfon, 
joined with the director general in estab- 
lishing for 'the purpose of hearing just such 
grievances and complaints, and that the 
board in question is the machinery of the 
clerks’ union as well as of the railroad ad- 
ministration.

Clerks Attend Meeting. 


A meeting was held at the Red 
Men’s Wigwam last night which 
was attended by hundreds of the 
Atlanta railway clerks and repre- 
sentatives of other railway unions. 
The men discussed the _ situation 
from all angles, but no definite ac- 
tion was taken with reference to 
the future conduct of the strike. 

L. B. Jackson, genera] chairman of 
the clerks’ union for the Southern 
railway system, was present and 
made an enthusiastic address. 

The union clerks declare emphati- 
cally that they will stand together 
in the threatened fight, and that 
they will receive the support of the 
allied brotherhoods of railroad men 
in the country. The leaders of the 
striking clerks declare that Ottar- 
son, the federal auditor, whose re- 
moval th6 organized clerks are now 
demanding, was placed;in his present 
position for the purpose of breaking 
up the clerks’ organization, making 
the government railroad administra- 
tion assume the burden of such pro- 
ceedings before turning the roads 
back to private owners. 

In other words, some of the strik- 
ing clerks claim that railroad influ- 
ences in the administration are be- 
ing used to cause the federal au- 
thorities to destroy as much as pos- 
sible labor organizations on the 
various roads while the federal gov- 
ernment has control, and before 
turning these properties back to 
the private corporations. 

It is also declared by labor men 
that the money for financing the 
present battle between the railroad 
administration and organized labor 
does not come from the coffers of 
the federal government, as the 
treasury of the railroad administra- 
tion is said to be greatly depleted, 
and it is intimated that the rail- 
roads themselves are furnishing the 
money for the fight.

TELEPHONE INDUSTRY 


SHOWS GREAT GROWTH 


Washington, Marth }2.—One out 
of every two families in the United 
States had a telephone in 1917 and 
during that year the total number 
of telephone calls made averaged 
200 for every man, woman and child 
in the industry of the United States, 
made public today by Director Rog- 
ers, of the census bureau. 

The report contains comparative 
statistics showing that during the 
five-year period from 1912 to 1917 
the amount of business done over 
the country’s telephone lines was 
greater than during the previous 
five years, although the increase in 
wire mileage was proportionately, 
though not absolutely less. 


Memories of Old 
Recalled by Sale 
Of Patrol Wagon 


The holding of the annual “old 
hoss” sale at the police station all 
day Wednesday marked the closing 


of an “age,” and the passing of one 
of the ancient relics of the Atlanta 
police department. The old patrol 
wagon, which was used many years 
to haul in prisoners, was sold for: 
$16, the purchaser announcing that 
he would remodel it into a first- 
class dray. 

The old wagon, which for the last 
eight or nine years has been kept 
in the rear of the barracks, was 
always regarded as a relic of the 
“age” before the days of automo- 
biles and prohibition, when Atlanta 
was “wet,”’ and thousands of drunks 
took a ride to the station, after 
which they paid the usual fine plus 
75 cents for the “ride,” when they 
appeared before Judge Broyles the 
next day.

Thousands of Spectators 
Witnessing Demonstra- 
tion in J. T. Moore Or- 


chard Near Macon. 


Macon, Ga., March 12.—(Special.) 
Twenty thousand people witnessed 
demonstrations by tractors in the 
John TT. Moore orchards south of 
Macon, this afternoon, it being the 
first field work during the Dixie 
National Power farming demonstra- 
tion. It was a novel sight and one 
that probably has never before been 
witnessed in the south. Farmers 
and city men to say nothing of 
women, girls and boys, thronged the 
fields and followed with interest 


National Power farming demonstra- 
tion today, on the John T. Moore 
farm, four miles south of Macon, 
brought a crowd estimated at close 
to 20,000 persons to the field. 
Tractors moved to the field early 
this morning, and plowing and dis«- 
ing began at 1 o’clock. The demon- 
strations continued until darkness 
set in and the crowd didn’t thin 
until late in the day. 

The crowds were stretched over 
a huge ficld, on one end of which 
was a “camp” where the various 
farm implements were shown, tents 
for headquarters were not pitched 
as originally planned, because of the 
inability of the tractor people to 
get onto the field early. 
Thousands See Demonstration. 
Out on the field the thousands of 
visitors followed first one tractor 


and then another, in groups of a hun- 


dred or more atatime. They stood 
on the sidelines at times just as they 
would do at a football game, and 
watched the “fron horses” travel 
over the soft earth, pulling a plow 
or disc or some other farm imple- 
ment. 

The work of today was in the 
small orchards of Mr. Moore. He 
had requested that there be no deep 
plowing during the day, except as 
occasion became necessary to dem- 
onstrate the ability of the plows to 
dig down deep into the soil and the 
ability of the tractors to pull them. 

The soil was still heavy in spots, 
but the tractors had little difficulty. 
A tremendous amount of work was 
done. It was done so well that 
more than one plantation and peach 
orchard owner remarked that he 
would like to take the entire out- 
fit to his place for one day. 

Tomorrow is “Farm Boys’ day,” 
the biggest day of the demonstra- 
tion, according to the program ar- 
ranged by Manager A. E. Hilde- 
brand and Secretary Roger Miller, 
of the chamber of commerce. There 
will be close to ten thousand club 
boys of the state in attendance, it 
was estimated tonight. Delegations 
from at least ten counties were 
known to have reached the city. 

The following counties are repre- 
sented by farm boys’ organizations: 
Fulton, Meriwether, Jones, Laurens, 
Jeff Davis, Muscogee, Houston, 
Richmond, Sumter and Ben Hill. 

These boys will register at the 
Macon Chamber of Commerce or at 
the demonstration field tomorrow 
and thus be eligible to a Fordson 
tractor and full set of farm imple- 
ments, obtained by J. E. Satter- 
field while in atendance at the Kan- 
sas City implement show. 

Manager Hildebrand 
tonight that plowing will begin 
promptly tomorrow afternoon at 
1:30 o’clock. He said his prediction 
that 50,000 people will be here to- 
morrow afternoon for the final 
demonstration still stands. 

The presidents of at least seven 
big manufacturing companies were 
on the demonstration field this 
afternoon and there were high offi- 
cials from many other companies 
represented at the demonstration. 
All seemed pleased with the keen 
interest taken by Georgians in the 
tractor demonstration. 

Proving Great Success. 

“The meet is proving a great suc- 
cess,” said Manager Hildebrand. “It 
is even a greater success than the 
manufacturers anticipated.” 

The traffic to and from the field 
today was a bit congested. There 
was no regulation, but arrange- 
ments were completed tonight to 
have traffic regulations tomorrow. 

Manuel Carreno, of Cuba, adced 


announced 


his name to the list of foreigners 
who are here for the purchase of 
tractors, at the chamber of com- 
merce today. 

Parties from the agricultural col- 
lewes of severa] southern states 
paid close attertion to the work 
of the tractors on the demonstra- 
tion field today. They are to return 
tomorrow to see what the tractors 
will doin deeper plowing, which 
will be undertaken in some parts 
of the field. . 

J. Ih Edwards) manager of the 
agricultural section of the United 
States railroad administration, came 
here today to attend the demonstra- 
tion. With him at the field this aft- 
ernoon were W. W. Croxton, gen- 
eral passenger agent of the A., B. 
& A. and other southern roads; H. 
L. Alsbrook, of the agricultural de- 
partment of the same system of 
railroads, and several other railroad 
men who came here to see what 
tractors will do for the farmers of 
the south. 

The little Cleveland tractor, a 
12-20 horsepower machine, caused 
by acting as a general first-aid 
machine around the demonstration 
field. 

The sight of the Cleveland, which 
is a compact, trim-looking tractor, 
pulling tractors twice its size out of 
the mud, caused some merriment, 
too, at the expense of the larger 
machine. The Cleveland also pulled 
two truck loads of implements out 
of the mud after they had dug 
themselves in. 

Despite the fact that the Cleve- 
land ran into a bog and nearly mired 
itself, it got out quickly under its 
own power, stopped to pull out a 
neighboring four-wheeler that got 
stuck in the same bog and finished 
its work among the first. After the 


Cleveland had finished plowing and 


discing its own allotment, it fin- 
ished the work of the four-wheeler 


and several other tractors that fail- | 


ed to complete their work. At Mr. 
Hildebrand’s request, the Cleveland 
agreed to return in the morning and 
finish the discing in the orchard, 
which was not done by the tractors 
assigned it to. 

George D. Jones, in charge of the 
Cleveland Tractor company’s dem- 
onstration, expressed himself last 
night as extremely well pleased 
with the behavior of the Cleveland 
in the plowing. “We completed our 
own work and then some,” said Mr. 
Jones. “Thursday we are ready to 
start again to do anything they ask 
of us and any other little jobs left 
undone.”

Women Are Unanimous in Desiring 


Suffrage on Educational Matters 


By Isma Dooly 


If there are any women in the community who are opposed to 
women being given the right to vote on educational matters, they have 


not so expressed themselves. 


All of those asked for an opinion and 


all those who have volunteered their aid in support of the proposed 
bill which Representative John Y. Smith will introduce in the legis- 
lature, are emphatically in favor of the measure, and the majority of 
the women interviewed invariably ask the question, “Why restrict the 


privilege t® educational matters?” 


In support of the fact that women with votes in school matters 


would finally become a great influence in any movement concerning | 


the welfare of the child in the community, is the statement of Miss 
Jane Van de Vraede, superintendent of the nursing bureau of the 
southern division Red Cross, who is at present working for district 
health nursing, which would give to every community a trained woman 
to look after the welfare of the child in the home, in the school and 


in the community. 


“Women are naturally qualified to look after the welfare of the 
child in the school,” said Miss Van de Vraede, “and how can that be 
accomplished if women are not privileged to give their assistance 


through having a part in school administration. 


I believe that if 


women voted in schoo] matters, and im matters governing general health 
conditions we would see a new era {in the life of the child of the 


nation. 


“For instance, I wonder how many men or women in Atlanta know 
that in this city, out of 15,486 school children inspected, 11,376 are 
found physically defective, or 73 per cent. 

“Something must be done to raise our health standards.” 

Miss Van de Vraede then gave this valuable information: 

“Of the twenty million school children in the United States, 114 
per cent have heart disease; 5 per cent have or have had tuberculosis; 
5 per cent some deformity; 5 per cent defective hearing; 25 per cent 
defective sight; 30 per cent have enlarged tonsils and adenoids; 50 per 


cent have defective teeth.” 


“Who are the men who would oppose women. voting on school 
matters?” asked a prominent woman, the mother of children. 

“And what are their reasons for believing that the mother half 
of the community should not be allowed to vote upon a matter which 
so directly relates to the ‘future citizens?’”’ was asked. 

“That question will probably be answered when the legislature 
meets, and when Mr. Smith goes before the lawmakers of the state 
and asks the voting privilege on educational matters for the women 


of Fulton county. 


“What is the stand of our governor on the subject of woman’s 
suffrage?” asked another woman, who made the point that only the 
men have it in their power to give women the vote on any subject. 


She was 


informed that Governor Dorsey has repeatedly expressed 


himself as believing that a complete democracy, which would include 
women as equal partners in all things, would be the ideal democracy. 


At the Landowners’ convention, which held in Savannah last No- | 
vember, when Governor Beckett of North Carolina, Governor Pleas- | 


ants of Louisiana and Governor Dorsey were present, at a banquet 
there, all three of them expressed themselves in favor of woman’s 


suffrage. 


Governor Pleasants was reminded that the woman’s 


frage measure was defeated in Louisiana by the last sessions of the 


legislative body. 


“Yes—over my protest,” said the governor, “but we will give it to | 


them next time.” 


Then it was that Governor Dorsey eloquently expressed himself, | 


when he said: 


“T hope that as governor of Georgia I may be given the privilege |

of signing a bill, giving women equal rights in this great common- 


wealth of ours.’’ 


PIONEER WOMEN 
MAKE SUGGESTION. 

From the Pioneer Women of At- 
lanta represented by Mrs. Joseph 
Morgan comes the suggestion that 
women be placed on distribution of 
bonds—for school. hospitals, sani- 
tary work. ete. Women are con- 
cerned where there is sickness, in 
the teaching of children, and in 
keeping things clean.

And Drop the League, 


Plea of Poindexter 


Washington, March 12.—Senator 
Poindexter, of Washington, one of 
the 39 republican senators who ap- 
proved the resolution of Senator 
Lodge, of Massachusetts, opposing’ 
the proposed constitution of the 
league of nations, issued a state- 
ment tonight urging that “the most 
refreshing news for the suffering 
millions of the world is the an- 


mouncement that definite prelim- 
inary terms of peace have” been 
and that peace will 
no longer be delayed while await- 
ing discussion of a league of na- 


, tions.’ 


“The wisest. decision reached by 
the peace conference,” Senator Poin- 
dexter said, “is that the treaty of 
peace, restoring order and happi- 
ness to the world, is to be kept 
separate and distinct from the 
league for the conduct of future 
wars. 

“The’ crying need of the world is 
peace, and peace has been deliber- 
ately denied it in the effort to form 
& war league. The peace congress 
has at last awakened to the de- 
mand for peace and seized the op- 
portunity of the last three weeks, 
being relieved during that period of 
the obsession of the war league, to 
make the terms of peace.”

MEXICO WILL REVISE 
MINING CONCESSIONS 


Washington, March 12.—The Mex- 
ican bureau of mines has ordered a 
revision of all mining concessions 
granted by the Mexican govern- 


ment. The new Mexican constitu- 
tion provides that mining conces- 
sions not developed are forfeited to 
the government and become “na- 
tionalized.” 

Statistics compiled by the bureau 
of mines, and included in a state- 
ment reaching Washington today, 
show that since 1910 a total of 9,517 
mining claims have been filed in 
the various states. 

“If we add to these the conces- 
sions granted under the Diaz 
regime,” the statement said, “we get 


56,000 grants, of which only 5,000 
or 6,000 have been developed.”

Stressing practical industrial edu- 
cation as the solution of the negro 
problem in the south, and the need of 
moré negro teachers, Governor Hugh 
M. Dorsey last night made an ad- 
dress at the dedicatory exercises 
at Spelman seminary of two new 
buildings, the Laura Spelman Rocke- 
feller Memorial building, devoted to 
home economics, and the Bessie 
Strong Nurses’ home, presented to 
the seminary by John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr., Governor Dorsey said that the 
state has been shortsighted in not 
doing more in the past for the prac- 
tical education of the negro, and 
pledged himself to further the cause. 

Mayor James L. Key, in a speech 
commending the high grade work 
that is being done by this institu- 
tion, advéeated high school facili- 
ties, public playgrounds and libra- 
ries for negroes, aS well as better 
school facilities in general for both 
races. 

State Superintendent M. Tl Brit- 
tain praised the work of the semf- 
nary, stressing renewed effort in 
teaching patriotism, and home-build- 
ing. 

The dedicatory address was de- 
livered by Rev. H. C. Lyman, D. D., 
superintendent of work among. the 
negroes’ Tnternational Sunday School 
association.

tried to prove that the night was 
so dark that Albright could not per- 
ceive a movement on Christy’s part 
to draw a weapon. When Mr. Boy- 
kin asked of the witnesses whether 
they could see such a movement on 
that night, Counsel Arnold inter- 
posed an objection, and Judge Hum- 
phries upheld his contention. 

The first witness called by Solici- 
tor Boykin was Detective Claude 
Jameson, who was among the first 
police to arrive on the scene. A 
vivid description of the dark, rainy 
night on which Christy was slain 
was given by the officer, who said 
that the arc light at Sells avenue, 
one block away from the Febuary 
residence, had gone out. He de- 
clared that the house was” gsur- 
rounded by a grove of trees on 
either side, and when he arrived at 
the residence the body of the dead 
man was discovered about fifteen 
feet from the sidewalk in a pile of 
leaves. 

“One of the things which impress- 
ed me was the extréme darkness, 
which caused us much difficulty in 
finding the residence,’’ said Mr. 
Jameson, “and the only light that 
was burning was on the Febuary 
porch.” 


No Weapon on Christy. 


After the officer was cross-e¢xam- 
ined by both the state and defense, 
Policeman J. W. Mashburn § was 
called. He said that he had search- 
ed the body thoroughly, but could 
find no weapon, not even a pocket 
knife. His testimony was also cor- 
roborated by Detective Sergeant R. 
lL. Waggoner, who was the next 
witness. 

Detective J. J. Cowan, who had 
made a special investigation of the 
circumstances surrounding the 
shooting, was called. He gave a 
brief outline of the statement, 
which had been made by Albright 
at the inquest.

Statements at Inquest.

Al- 
bright claimed that Mrs. Febuary 
had already warned him that Chris- 
ty was armed. 

When W. G. Johnson, who is con- 
nected with Poole's undertaking es- 
tablishment, where the body was 
taken, appeared on the stand, he 
stated that he had found a bullet in 
the clothes of the dead man. He 
said that he did not think that it 
was light enough to distinguish the 
movements of another person ex- 
cept directly in front of the house. 

At this point an objection was 
made by the defense, but was over- 
ruled by Judge Humphries, who de- 
clared that it was permissible, 

Breathless silence prevailed all 
over the court room when the 
blood-stained clothing of the dead 
man were brought in and handed 
over to the undertaker for exam- 
ination. The stillness was broken 
only by the occasional sobs of 
Christy’s mother and sister, who 
broke into tears at the sight of 
the bloody garments. Johnson iden- 
tified the clothes as belonging to 
Christy. 

S. B. Hamlet was the last wit- 
ness called. He testified as to the 
actions of both men on the trolley 
car previous to the murder. He 
said that, although he did not know

The Berlin newspapers, the dis- 
patch continues, say the Spartacans 
visited Herr Noske, secretary of 
military affairs, last night to in- 
quire into peace conditions. It is 
rumored that after protracted nego- 
tiations Herr Noske demanded un- 
conditional surrender of the Sparta- 
cans and also possession of all their 
arms. 

Slow Progress by Troops. 

Berlin, March 12.—The progress 
of the government troops against 
the Spartacans necessarily is slow, 
owing to the need of thoroughly 
cleaning up the reconquered parts 
of the city. This means that Lich- 
temburg probably cannot be reached 
inside of two days. The populace 
of Lichtenburg is suffering severeiy 
from hunger and as a result of 
looting. 

The second important Spartacan 

stronghold is Weissensee, a suburb 
of Berlin. The Spartacans also are 
strongly entrenched in Copenick, 
Naukolin and Rummelsburg. 
The correspondent talked with a 
colonel of the government forces 
who estimated the Spartacans at 
about three thousand. He admitted, 
however,:+ that his figures were 
merely guesswork. The colonel said 
that in addition to heavy and light 
artillery the Spartacans have scores 
of machine guns. 

The government troops are ad- 
vancing in four columns—Colonel 
Reinhardt’s division to the north, 
General von Roden’s marines in the 
middle, with a guard of cavalry and 
riflemen next southward and Gen- 
eral Huelsen’s volunteers from thse 
direction of Schoenburg. Their con- 
duct and discipline are exemplary. 

The eastern and southern parts 
of the city are still closed to all 
traffic. The inhabitants are suffer- 
ing greatly from privations. 


23 SOUTHERN MEN, 
HEROES OF BATTLE, 
RECEIVE CROSSES 


For unusual exploits in action in 
France twenty-three more southern 
men have been awarded the Dis- 
tinguished Service Crosses, accord- 
ing to authoritative advices received 
from Washington W ednesday. 
Among the southerners, who were 
awarded this honor by the com- 
manding general of the American 
expeditionary forces, was Captain 
Joseph J. Loughin, 322d infantry, of 
Wilmington, N. C., who sacrificed 
his life on November 9 last, near 
Moranville, France, in an effort to 
locate several machine gun nests. 
He succeeded in this mission, but 
was slain as he 
his._iiines.

200 RADICALS TAKEN 
IN RAID IN NEW YORK 


New York, March 13.—Police, se- 
cret service men and immigration 
officials raided a building in East 
Fifteenth street early this morning 
and arrested 198 men and two wom- 
en.
